The decision of the Full Court was 
that this matter was governed by 
clause 7 of the deccased’s will. Clause 
7 is a common form (to be found in 
precedents) designed by legal practi- 
tioners to defeat any application of the 
rule, in “Howe .v. the Earl of 
Darmouth” to the administration of 
an estate. Its effect is to provide that 
net rents, profits and income from a 
testator’s estate, derived at any time 
after his death, shall be classified by 
the trustees in the accounts of the 
estate as the Income of the financial 
year in which they are properly ac- 
countable, and, consequently, that the 
capita] value of the estate. as existent: 
at the date of the testator’s death, shall 
not be enlarged by any such accretion 
of income, whether it be found to be 
sufficient or insufficient to mect the 
claims of beneficiaries under the will 
upon the capital fund. ‘The clause pro- 
vides olso that the entire proceeds of 
the realisation of any reversionary pro- 
porty (that is to say, ns well as every 
other type of property) shall be ac- 
counted as belonging to the capital 
fund only. The direction of the testator 
contnined in the clause does not fur- 
nish a method of distribution of the 
income fund among the claimants there: 
to. It mercly indicates that the funds 
from which claims upon capital and 
claims upon income respectively made 
be sntisfed. ‘ 

Clauses 7 and 8 

Clause 7 of the will must, «of course, 
be read in this conncction with clause 
§ . Under clause 8 the testator directs 
the trustees in the matter of the ap- 
plication of moneys from timo to time 
and ultimately appearing in the capi- 
tal account of the estate as the pro- 
cess of its appropriate investment’ ad- 
vances and is completed. After de- 
duetiona for specified purpeses (and 
here reference may also be made to 
clause 13 of ti:e will) the trustees aro 
instructed to stand possessed of the re- 
mainder (“herein collectively referred 
to os thd residuary eatate”) as a fund 
for the purposes set out in the clause, 

This fund is the residue of the estate. 

I cannot find that any intestacy 
emerges under this will after its pro- 
visions have been duly complied with, 
The fund referred to in clause 8 is a 
true residue~sometiing into which all 
otherwise inalloted enpltal of the 
estate ‘is to:merge. It ig true that 
otherwise unalloted capital, of the 
fands crented by clause 8 (a), (b), 
(c). or .(d) of thia my will “but this 
language refers to the sub-divisions of 
the residuary estate referred. tu in 
clause 8 and'not to that portion of the 
estate regarded as a:whole.

Buva, Yesterday. 
Gandhi has arrived here from 
Jambusar. Replying to an enquiry 
by a prominent social worker, 
Miss Chatto Padhyaya, Gandhi 
said that he neither desired nor 
expected women to neglect thelr 
children, but women who could 
satisfactorily arrange for the care 
of their children should join his 
campaign. Miss Chatto Padhyaya 
proposes to tour Bombay Presi- 
dency and enrol two sets of 
women yolunteers, firstly for 
active civil disobedience, and 
secondly ‘for propaganda | work. 
It is understood that Mrs. Gandhi 
will lead the first batch of 87 
women volunteers from Ashram 
and entrain to Bulga whence they 
will proceed to Titel to defy the 

salt laws, ; 

Caleutta, Yesterday. 
Meetings are being held all over 
Bengal to enlist volunteers for 
the civil disobedience campaign, 
A number of young men - from 
Tipperah. have already gone to 
Mitenapore to offer to manufac- 
ture salt on the sea coast near 
Contai sub-division, The latest 
enlisted volunteers include the 
chairman and vice-chairman of 
the Municipality of Howrah, a 

suburb of Calcutta—Reuter. 
Gandhi’s Taunt 


Broach, Yesterday, 

The fact that Sen Gupta, the 
Mayor of Calcutta, was sentenced 
to only ten days’ simple imprison- 
ment coupled with the statement by 
Sir George Schuster, Finince Mem- 
ber to the Legislative Assembly, 
that the Government had decided to 
refer the whole question of the salt 
tax to the Tariff Board, in “order. 
to provide the masses with the best 
eatable salt at tho lowest possible 
price {f the salt tax were abolish- 
ed,” haa created the feeling in 
Gandhi's camp that the Govern- 
ment's morale is breaking down. 
Gandhi suggested this at Buva 
when he regretted the fact that the 
village elders boycotted him and 
asked if they were ufraid of the 
Government, which feared to arrest 
him, although he was openly out to 
break the laws and was making 
fiery speeches. ‘ 

Government Weaker? 

Gandhi asked if they could not 
see from thie sentence on Sen Gupta 
whether the Government was 
stronger or weaker than. in 1857 or 
1919. If the Government could not 
touch him while he was heading 
80 volunteers, how could they arrest 
him if he,had 80,000? He con- 
cluded by appealing to: Hindus, 
Moslems, men and women to join 
without fear, because success also 
meant lessening the land revenue 
burden. 

Gandhi told the leaders from the 


various provinces who were con-|- 


sulting him about his civil dis- 
obedience plans, that if the Govern- 
ment did not resort to imprisonment 
but relied on physical obstruc- 
tion civil disobedience would be 
extended indefinitely —Reuter.

Plaintiff's Claim

Street. : . 

On March 9, 1917, plaintiff 
under the name of Li Hung alias 
Li Po-kwai, executed a deed of ns- 
signment of the sald lands and 
buildings to himself under the 
name of Li Kan, and also the 
second defendant as joint tenants.

defendant to secure the sum of 
$25,000. 

First Defendant’s Dental

(COURT OF APPEAL GIVES 
JUDGMENT 


AUTHORITY EXCEEDED 

Judgmont was delivered this 
morning by the Full Court of Ap- 
peal. in an appeal case ‘heard on 
March 8, when It was averred that 
the Registrar of the Supreme 
Court, Mr. C. D, Melbourne, had 
exceeded his authority in respect 
of an action brought against the 
lessee of the Po Hing Theatre. 

The defendant-appellant was Ma 
Tau-nam, who was represented by 
Mr, F. C. Jenkin, and the plain- 
tiff-respondent was Chai Wal, 
landlord of the Po Hing Theatre, 
on .whose behalf Mr. H. G. Sheldon 
conducted the case. « 

The appeal was against certain 
findings and orders made by the 
Registrar who had been asked to 
asssess what mesne profits and 
damages had been suffered by, the 
plaintiff-respondent. 

The judgment delivered this 
morning by Sir Henry Gollan, and 
with which Mr. Justice J. R. 
Wood, and Sir Peter Grain (Cpie? 
Justice, H.B.M. Supreme Court, 
Shanghai) concurred was to ‘the 
effect that the Registrar had in 
several items exceeded his autho- 
rity. 

’ Text of Judgment 

The text of the judgment was 
as follows:— 

By the writ of Summons 
action dated June 12, 1929, 
plaintif claimed :— 

(a) To recovér possession of the

(b), An account of rent in arrears;

Liable to Suspension 
It is also alleged that on January 
25, 1929, a licence to use the theatre 
was granted by the Captain Superin- 
tendent of Police on cértain specified 
conditions which were Jmown to the 
defendant and that in breach of the 
covenant above mentioned the de- 
fendant had made certain altera- 
tions and additions to the premises 
whereby the said licence had become 
Hable to suspension or forfeiture. 
On May 28, 1929, the plaintif? 
alleges that he gave the defendant 
written . notice to remedy the 
breaches, but, the latter having fail- 
ed to do a0, the former gave notice 
determining the lease on June 8, 
29, and claimed:— " :

1929, and that it represents naitnor 
mesne profits nor‘damoges in res- 
pect of anything arising under 
the lease of February 5, 1929. He 
doesenot deny that the agreemen: 
of October 6, 19%8, was subsisting 
at all material times or that the 
plaintiff might bo entitled to ré- 
cover’ thia amount of $2,656.17 in © 


fla properly conatituted action, but

Advance in Raw Cotton 
Values 


The reports and prices are 
published as supplied by importers, 
and the General Chamber of Com- 
merce cannot accept responsibility 
for the accuracy thereof. 

Cotton piece goods and fancy 
cotton goods.—Beyond enquiry ‘at 
quite inadequate rates for certain 
descriptions of cotton: fancies for 
July-August shipment there {s no- 
thing of importance to report in 
the fancy section. Some -small 
aales of old chops of white shirtings 
(actually effected some three weeks 
ago) have now come to light. 
Clearances of Spring’ fancy styles 
and show profitable 
returns to dealers. Offtake of 
staples is disappointing and likely 
to remain so until free movement of 
cargo to Kwangai is possible. 

Raw cotton values have advanced, 
latest quotations to hand being those 
of the 20th instant. Mid. Aim. “Spot’”” 
837d, Eg. Sakel. 13.85d. 

Another report states:— 

There have ‘been some enquiries 
for White Shirtings and miscellane- 
ous lines of cottons, but jn most 
¢ases the offers have proved unwork- 
able. The local market has not ad- 
vanced sufficiently to offset the 
serious increase in prices brought 
about by the drop in exchange. 
Latest cable advices from Manches- 
ter indicate that the market ‘is 
steadier with an upward tendency. 
Clearances of Spring cargo continue 
to be fairly. satisfactory, but the 
new duty ‘of 2% per cent, levied by 
the Canton Customs from 16th inst. 
may adversely affect further move: 
ments, ; 

Another report states:— 

The market has been very quiet 
and with the exception of small sales 
of warp sating and Italians, there is 
nothing to report. Clearances still 
remain brisk for all kinds of Spring 
fancies with prices steady and firm. 

Woollens:—Some important busi- 
ness haa been settled on a standard 
quality of wool serge and there has 
been, further enquiry for shot 
Gabardines, Venetians and suitings, 
with small lots going through.

from the total of world trade, and 
if the Inter-State trade between 
the various countries of Continen- 
tal Europe were similarly dealt 
with, then the trade between the 
Empire as a whole and the rest of 
the world was in 1927 about the 
same as that between the Contin. 
ent of Europe and the rest of tho 
world. 

Advance of Empire Overseas 

“The advance of the Empire 
Overseas since 1913 haa been rapid. 
In 1927 and again in 1928 the total 
exports from the Empire Overseas 
exceeded. those from the United 
Kingdom by. about 40 per cent, 
although in 1913 they were below 
them by some 7 per cent. 

“In Canada and New Zealand ex: 
ports in 1927 were, as compared 
with: 1913, greater in volume by 
about 100. per cent. and 40 per 
cent. reapectively, although con- 
currently the ratio of the prices of 
exports to the prices of imports in 

1927 was above the corresponding 
ratio in 1915. These facts denote 
rapid ‘progress, 

“In Australia and South Africa 
the expansion in the volume -in 
trade was about 10 and 18 per cent. 
respectively. Up to 1927 the prices 
index-for wool in Australia (1913 
standard) was higher than the 
price indices for mast raw materials 
in 1927. In South Africa, the price 
indices in 1927 for.. exports and 
imports were practically {dentica). 

“In India although local needs, 
both for the better cereals and for 
manufactured goods, aye being met 
by local productién’ to a greater 
extent than in 1913, both imports 
and exports in 1928 equalled in 
volume those of 1913. 

“Tt is probable that the expan- 
sion {n the trade (imports and ex- 
ports) of the Crown'Coloniea since 
+1913 has been more rapid than that 
of other parts of the Empire Over. 
seas taken together, .though ‘data 
for determining that surmise are 
not forthcoming, 

“In contrast to the foregoing the 
volume of exports from the United 
Kingdom in 1927 was Jess than In 
1913, though the volume of [mports 
was greater in 1927 than in 1913. 

“On the whole the volume of mer- 
chandise entering into: Inter. 
Imperia! trade in 1927 exceeded 
that of 1918 by more, than 20, pro- 
bably by, about 26 .per cent. 

“The United Kingdom is the 
focus of Inter-Imperlal trade, of 
which in 1927. about 84 per cent. 
centred on the United Kingdom. 

“In 1927 (trade with the Irish

COLLECTION OF TRADE 
STATISTICS 

N AND AFTER APRIL. 1, 

-1930, all Importers and Ex- 
porters of Merchandise will be re- 
quired to declare tho nature, 
amount, and value of the goods 
imported or ‘exported by them. 
The declarations are to be made 
on the import ‘and export declara- 
tion forms supplied by the Statis- 
tical Office, 2nd floor, Beaconsfield 
Arcade, Where forms ‘in English 
or Chinese can. be obtained. 

In filling up these forms, . the 
following points should be noted: 
“Manner of arrival” or “depar- 
ture” necd only be indicated when 
goods enter or leave by rail, road, 
or air.” “Descrijytion” should fol- 
low 
classification Hst which will short- 
ly be published: 
obtainable at the Statistical 
Office. “Weight or measurement” 
should be given according to the 
classifier used in the Hat for each 
type of goods. 'Value” of imports 
should be the cost. of goods as 
landed, in Hong Kong dollars: of 
exports, the cost a3 shipped. 
“Country of origin” means origin 
in present condition, not origin of 
raw material, Where the country 
of origin is unknown, the country 
of shipment should be given. 
Different classes Of goods, or 
cargo by different steamers,, may 
be entered on a single form if de- 
sired, but import and export cargo 
must be kept separate, The com- 
pleted declarations must reach the 
Statistical Office not more than 7 
days after bills of lading have 
been presented at the shipping 
office (in the case of imports): 
or, for exports, after the ship 
carrying the’ cargo has left the 
harbour. . Thus any firm wishing 
to send in declarations weekly can 
do so. They may be sent by mes- 
senger or by post. 

To enable shipping companies 
to make their returns, all docu- 
ments presented to them by im- 
porters and exporters, such as 
bills of lading, mates’ receipts, 
etc.,, must bear the name and ad- 
dress of the person or firm pre- 
senting them clearly stad or 


written.

BEGGAR PESTS 


An Amusing Account of 
Their Habits 


HORRIBLE ‘DEFORMITIES : 


The Shanghal beggar , season, 
which isthe most miserable part of 
the year in the China metropolis, is 
now in full swing. 

Like chilblains, red noses, hot 
whisky and spota, the presence. of 
beggara in the International Settie- 
nient is particularly noticeable from 
early December until late March, 
This year, thoy seem to have in- 
vaded the city in greater number 
than ever. 

Many new faces are to be seen on 
the popular begging atands, al 
though many shrivelled old women 
with familiar faces, and weather. 
beaten men with horrible deformi- 
tles, are ‘back on the job with the 
approach of the Chinese New Year, 

The compulsory introduction of 
the Gregorian calendar by the 
{| National Government did not affect. 
the begging business. The Beggar's 
Union recently decided to ignore tha 
Nanking Government's orders and 
to carry on as before. 

The down-town. bridges are the 
spots most eagerly sought by the 
mendicants, whoge organisation ex- 
tends, from every small beggar 
colony on the outskirts of Shanghai 
across tha city. Women, small girls 
and dirty young boya form tho 
greater number of this horde and 
are by far the most active, 

The old men and. deformed youths 
haunt the small alleys off the main 
thoroughfares, and ply their bual- 
ness in the vicinity of banks and 
ibe larger business establishments. 

Decrepit as most of them: appear, 
they display surprising agility and 
quickness of eye on “spotting” an 
approaching policeman. ‘Their sud- 
den disappearance is as mysterious 
as their. surprising descents from 
obscure corners. 

Purchased Babies 

There is one old woman who, for 
years, has been a famillar figure a3 
well as a nuisance on one of the 
main bridges in the down-town dis- 
trict. ‘She appeara annually with a 
tiny baby strapped to her back and 
always the child is about the same 
age. 

She is only one of hundreds to 
whom purchased babies are supplicd 
for the begging business. She not 
only does a good business from 
sympathetic pedestrians, but acts as 
supervisor to the dozen or more 

small urchins who pester all who 
walk across the bridge.

Admiral Sir Roger Keyes has 
been promoted to be Admiral of 
the Flect in succession to Sir 
Somerset Gough Calthorpe, who 
has been retired.—Reuter. ~ 

[Admiral Sir Roger Keyes, who 
became famous for his command 
of the historic blockade of Zee- 
brugge in 1918, is 58. Eduoated 
at Oxford, he entered the Royal 
Navy in 1885, being promoted to 
the rank of Command in 1900, 
Captain 1905, Renr-Admiral 1917, 
Vice-Admiral 1921, and Admiral 
In 1926. During the War he was 
Chief-of-Staff of the Eastern 
Mediterrancan Squadron, 1915, 
Director of Plans at the 
Admiralty, 1917, and Acting Vice- 
Admiral in Command of the Dover 
Patrol, He served in China at 
the time of the Boxer Rebellion 
and was decorated for services in 
that engagement with a medal and 
two clasps. to. tot 

Since 1929, Sir Rogar has been. 
Commander-in-Chief of the Ports- 
mouth Station. ; 

Admiral of_the Fleet *the Hon. 
Sir Somerset . Arthur Gough 
Calthorpe, a son of the seventh 
Baron Calthorpe, is 66, He com- 
manded the second Cruiser Squad- 
ron in 1914-16, was Second Sea

SIMPLE CEREMONY 


Rugby, Yesterday. 

“The Earl of Balfour was buried yes- 
forday af Whittingham in Scotland 
with a stniple ceremony. Six of his 
oldest servants carried the remains 
from the country church to a farm cart, 
on which he was borne to the burial 
ground, nearly a mile away, On the 
oak coffin was a simple Inscription: 
“Arthur James, Earl of Balfour, 1848 
to 1930." 


Three othor farm carts 
floral tributes followed. 

The memorial service which was held 
in Westminster Abbey was impressive 
in a different way. In the Abbey was 
gathered a congregation representing 
all spheres,of national life—politics, 
science, literature and art. The Duke 
of York represented the King. The 
Prime Minister, Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, and Mr. Stanley Baldwin were 
present and the Diplomatic Corps were 
fully represunted.
